Oliver W. Stewart, a 
temperance 
orator of some renown and former 
member of the Illinois 
legislature, 
spoke very entertainingly for an hour 
on the liquor traffic, 
lie presented 
some arguments for the abolition of 
the liquor traffic from a new view­ 
point. His talk was easily the equal 
of the average ehautauqua lecture. 
Mr. Stewart told of trouble he had 
experienced in getting an 
audience 
interested in the subject. 
He re­ 
called that in a western city once he 
was introduced by a man who pro­ 


po unded a question to the audience 
that set the people thinking, and ii 
was a half hour before he could get 
them to realize that he was deliver­ 
ing a lecture to them. 
“ If you were not yourself,

would you rather he?” asked 
the 
gentleman who introduced Mr. Stew­ 
art and then left the crowd groveling 
about in the dark for the answer. 
“ Now that was a stumping ques­ 
tion,” admitted Mr. 
Stewart

night. 
“ I’ll confess that I wouldn’t 
have been able to speak at all il it 
had not been that I 
had 
already 
figured it out. 
I knew who I would 
rather he if 1 were not myself. 
I 
had reasoned it all out 
long 
ago 
that I would rather he Mrs. Stew­ 
art’s second husband.” 
All this was in explanation of the 
fact that Mr. Stewart is the

days have served to delay the har- 
vr.-t a jrre;it deal and inucli of the 
srrain is overri|i<>.

is earel'nlly handled, there will he 
urravc danger of loss from sliatter- 
ins; tlie irrain and if there should !><• 
another rainy period before tliresh- 
iiii; lieeomes general, some of the 
wheat may sprout in the shock. 


The average loss of wheat due to 


exposure in the shock will nsually 
aiiiounl to ;\t least five cents per 
bushel in tile flour making value 01 
the 
wheat. Through 
exposure 
to 


rain and sun the grain 
loses 
its 


liriirlit color, and the bran becomes 
brittle so that in the milling process 
much of it crumbles 
and 
passes 


through the selves, producing an in- 
ferior grade of Hour. 


it used to he customary to slack 


the wheat, or house it, in barns or 
>heds until threshing time, but a well 
limit wheat slack ;s almost a curi- 
osity in Uiish county now-a-days. 


It will undoubtedly pay 
to 
stack 


wheat and in nearly every case the 
expense involved will be saved at 
threshing time, 
since the 
market 


value of the grain will lie enough 
higher to pay for the extra trouble. 


The hoi, dry weather of the late 


spring and early summer has been 
very hard on the young clover, and 
some farmers are face to face with 
the proposition of finding some sub- 
stitute for this crop which is count- 
ed on to supply nitrogen and humus 
in Ihc crop rotation. 


On the clay and loam soils of this 


.section of the country, either cow 
peas or soy beans can be sowed after 
the wheat is taken off, and under 
ordinary weather conditions can be 
counted on making a good growth 
before frost. 


r>oth of these crpos are especially 


valuable to plow under, as they have 
tlie power of gathering nitrogen from 
the air. and also provide a great deal 
of organic 
matter 
when 
plowed 


under. 


Where the young clover has failed, 


the wheat should be removed from 
the field as soon as possible, and the 
ground disked 
thoroughly 
with 
a 


double disk, or plowed not: too deep, 
and a good firm seed bed prepared. 
Soy beans will do best on the loams 
and clay loam soils, while eowpeas 
may be best on the heavier clays.
